WORK RESUMED AT PHILLIPS 


Entrance Examinations Were Held on Tuesday — Two 
Lower Classes Begun Wednesday and Two Upper 
Classes on Thursday 


Phillips Academy began its one 
hundred and forty-first year this week. 
The usual enrollment was present, 
since no additional dormitories have 


been added to the school equipment |’ 


for several years. The pressure from 
new applicants has-been much greater 
than ever before, and while for several 
years, increasing numbers of desirable 
candidates have been turned away for 
lack of accommodations, the number 
rejected this year has been far in excess 
of anything recorded in the past. 
Indeed, the number of boys enrolled 
when the school closed in June, was 
larger than the number so listed when 
the school opened in the fall of 1918. 
Since early summer, formal notices 
have been sent out in response to cata- 
logue requests, and definite applications 
for admission, advising the applicants 
that no vacancies were then available, 
and that only as unexpected vacancies 
occurred, could these later applications 
be considered. The number of boys 
refused admission, runs easily into the 
hundreds. More than the usual num- 
ber of students from foreign countries 
have joined the school this year, among

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Primary Next Tuesday 

Massachusetts is almost the only 
state this year that has an election. 
The first step in that election is the 
primaries next Tuesday. Even though 
the public doesn’t appear to be very 
much concerned the voters have a 
responsibility that they ought not to 
shirk. 

From the Democratic standpoint, 
following their usual methods practi- 
cally all of the candidates have been 
selected by the state committee, with 
the exception of the candidate for 
Governor and for this office a merry 
fight is going on between former 
Governor Foss and former candidate 
Long. Up to the present time this 
contest appears to have been a scrap to 
see which one of the two can offer the 
most panaceas for the most evils that 
now exist, and if there is anything. that 
either one has forgotten up to the 
present time, another distinguished 
Democrat in the person of the “‘Honor- 
able Candidate Monahan” of Charles- 
town seems to have remembered it. 
From the present outlook it wouldn’t 
seem to make much difference which 
one secured the nomination, but it is 
rather unfortunate that in these times 
of unrest, candidates can be given 
enough votes to represent a political 
party on such issues as either one of 
these gentlemen has set forth up to the 
present time. 

The state has a very marked interest 
in the contest going on within the 
ranks. of the Repdblican party in con- 
nection with several of the important 
state offices. To the Republican party 
in Massachusetts the primary has 
always meant what it was designed to 
mean, a free and open opportunity for 
every man to seek office, the high man 
to be selected. For this reason we have 
a group of candidates for the office of 
Attorney General and an almost equally 
large group for the office of State 
Treasurer. Probably any one of the 
men seeking either one of these offices 
would make a fairly acceptable state 
officjal and from an acquaintance with 
all of them, «recognizing the trong 
points that each one . possesses and 
knowing some of the weaknesses of 
each, the writer hesitates to say very 
much about the choice for these po- 
sitions. 

Andover, however, is in Essex County, 
and all other things being equal, 
Andover men should stand for an Essex 
county man in any of the important 


positions into which the state calls 
public servants. For this reason the 
Essex County candidate for State 


Treasurer has an initial appeal to 
Andover voters. Fortunately, Colonel 
Perkins has more appeal than that of 
locality in connection with the impor- 
tant office which he seeks. He is a man 
; who has been trained in banking affairs 
for twenty years. He is a man whose 
Kadi patriotism—led -hiny-into serviee 
with the army across the water, where a 
great group-of boys learned.to-honor and, 
respect” him,” and” where his loyal, 
faithful service for the nation and the 
world have added to his prestige and 
standing. Those who have known him 
intimately speak highly of his character, 
of his business ability, of his good sense 
and good judgment. All these things 
seem to appeal so directly to Andover 
people that Colonel Perkins should have 
a strong vote in Andover, as he is 
sure to have in all the rest of Essex 
County. 
. The situation as to Attorney General 
is not so easily analyzed. Many able 


i| lawyers are found supporting each of

the six candidates but the contest is 
really between Mr. Allen, who made a 
run against Attorney General Attwill 
last year, Mr. Bottomley, for a long 
time the efficient secretary of the Good 
Government Association in Boston, 
and Mr. Hallowell, a lawyer who some 
years ago was assistant Attorney Gene- 
ral, and who stands well among the 
legal profession in Boston. From the 
standpoint of eminence inlaw, Mr. Hitch- 
cock, present assistant to Attorney 
General Attwill, would be an excellent 
Attorney General, but he is little known 
and can apparently make little appeal 
to the mass of voters. Evidence is 
multiplying that the real fight is between 
Mr. Allen and Mr. Bottomley and it 
isn’t going to be easy for communities 
that know neither very well to choose 
with good judgment. Certainly the 
state needs an able man in this impor- 
tant position and never more so than in 
the year or two ahead with all the im- 
portant problems that must be brought 
to the attention of the Attorney General. 


We have a lot of local situations that 
the voters of Andover cannot dodge if 
they wanted to, and it is to be hoped 
they do not want to. It will probably 
surprise a good many of our citizens 
that a considerable fight is being made 
against Attorney General Wells on the 
issue that he prosecuted a noted Ando- 
ver woman in fulfilment of his duty. 
The public has got pretty thoroughly 
sick of the so-called Skeels case and we 
have a notion that it will show that it is 
sick of that case in repudiating the 
effort to defeat Attorney General Wells 
because he was the prosecutor. If 
there are no sounder issues than this on 
which to base opposition to him. as

against his work as a long time eminent 
legislator and his later work as the 
presecuting officer for this district with 
a standing in the community from every 
standpoint that has made him one of 
the state’s best citizens, then it is time 
that we found some other way to nomi- 
nate public officers. Mr. Wells deserves 
re-election because he is a fine character, 
because his first years in the office of 
District Attorney have served to give 
him the training necessary to do his 
best work, and because it is time now to 
expect from him in the coming term the 
fullest measure of high service such as 
he has rendered wherever he has been 
placed in public service in the state. We 
hope that Andover will not be misled by 
the silly issue that has been raised to 
crgate some friction among the voters, 
but will do its part in continuing Dis- 
trict-Attorney-Wells in his_present posi- 


tion. _ 


One of the warmest fights we have 
ever had in this section will undoubtedly 
center again around the office of repre- 
sentative where the present incumbent, 
Mr. Robertson, is again opposed by 
Peter Holt. Certainly there has been 
nothing to distinguish the work of Mr. 
Robertson justifying any great endorse- 
ment on the part of the voters in his 
district. He has, however, kept him- 
self closely in touch with the younger 
voters and will undcubtedly get pretty 
good support from them. Mr. Holt 
holds his strong place in the affection 
of his friends and neighbors at home and 
his first. year;in. the House certainly did 
give him reason to hope for another 
term. He should have that hope 
realized.
